is your right) he does every thing in his power againſt you: He, in 


place of keeping his ſeat, by engaging your affections by good 
offices, endeavours to take the City by ſtorm, Is this a grateful re- 
turn to the way you uſed him nine years ago ?—when you were mean 
enough to go to Kerſe, and beg him to repreſent you in Parliament. 


I grant you deſerve the return you have met with; but he never 


ought to have given it. Gratitude ſeems to be entirely eraſed from 
his mind by State politics. Has he ever done any ching, for you, or
